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What are Non-Competing Continuation Grant Applications? 

Non-Competing Continuation Grant Applications are applications that continue existing programs. 

How do I know if I am eligible for Continuation Grant Funding? 

ODP will notify eligible grantees of their status on February 1, 2021, 5:00 PM (MST).   

• Eligibility for Continuation funding is contingent upon: 

o Availability of Federal and State appropriations; 

o History of timely submission of all required quarterly reports; 

o Compliance with all terms and conditions of current grant award; 

o Adherence to current year approved action plan/Successful program delivery. 

What is the deadline for submission of the Continuation Grant Application? 

The deadline for submission of the completed Continuation Grant Application is 5:00 PM (MST) on 

Monday, March 15, 2021. Late proposals will not be accepted.  

What is the Continuation Grant Application process? 

ODP will release the SFY2022 SABG Continuation Application on 02/01/2021.  

All necessary documents must be completed in full and submitted electronically on-line via the 

Neighborly Software system, found here: https://portal.neighborlysoftware.com/ODPIDAHO/Participant

For SFY2022, current SABG grantees identified to be in good standing, will not be required to 

submit a full grant application to determine eligibility for funding.  Instead, eligible grantees (as 

identified by ODP) need only to submit an abbreviated Non-Competing Continuation Grant 

Application for consideration of continued funding for the next grant period.

1. Organization Information/Fiscal Information (if applicable) 

2. Capacity Building. Agency and staff qualifications. 

3. Program Information for each individual program proposed to include: 

a. Planning 

b. Implementation 

c. Budget 

4. Evaluation 

5. Signed Statement of Assurances (signed by authorized representative)
